However they were defeated in 
a public 'nin-off debate by a 
team from Sienna University and 
thus did' not cop the trophy as 
best over-all team. Schleifer, in 
addition, was awarded a cup as 
behig the best affirmative 
speaker. 

The other two teams in this 
section were Ross Lambert (BA 
3) and Ken Marchant (BA 2), 
and Victor Rablnovltch (BSc 1) 
and Henry Mllner (BA 1),. who 
debated the negative.

The outcome of today's elections will 
determine the direction of the Students' 
Society for the coming year. From the execu- 
tive of, the smallest Undergraduate body, to 
the Presidency of the Society itself, the 
decisions of the electorate will have great 
significance. 

1 964-Ô5 . may prove to be the most im- 
portant year in AAcGill's history. We will be 
faced with four pressing issues, in addition 
to the massive tasks which continue from 
year to year. 

In order of their long range significance 
the issues are as follows. First we will have 
to renew and redouble our pressure on the 
provincial - government for massive aid to 
universities and university students. With 
expenses rising all around us, the days when 



students could survive on their summer earn- 
ings and universities could operate efficiently 
with the revenues from endowment funds 
and the. tuition fees collected, are long past. 
HighèrTeduçation, the most Important natural 
resource In any modern society, must be given 
the some type of support that has usually 
been reserved for iron mines and new roads. 
The President of the Students' Society must 
lead us in this fight. 

The second priority Item will be the study 
and ratification of the acceptable parts of 
our new Constitution. If it contains all the 
changes which are needed It will require 
intensive bbiective analysis. . Here again the 
burden will rest very heavily on the shoulders 
of the new President. 

Item three will be our relations with the 
French universities of Quebec. This past year 
has seen an increase in communications^ and

One hears and reads about the 
complaints McGill students have 
to make concerning the regula- 
tions at the Redpath Library. Let 
me offer two comments . in dc- 
dence of the librarians' rules. 

This winter alone I have had 
stolen from mc in the Library 
cloak room a raincoat and a pair 
of rubbers and a pair of over- 
shoes. If the McGlll family in- 
cludes, as it seems to do, a cer- 
tain number of petty thieves, 
who can blame the librarians for 
taking precautions to guard irre- 
placeable and valuable books 7 

Moreover, if McGlll students 
find the regulations too'onerous, 
let them consider what happened 
when the new library at Carleton 
University was opened. The ho- 
nour system reigned supreme. 
Everyone from freshmen up. 
wards could use the stacks. There 
were no permits, no briefcase in- 
scriptions; there was not even a 
charge-out desk. Students simply 
scribbled their names on the 
book cards, dropped them in a 
slot, and took out whatever they 
pleased. The result of a few 
years trial was to disclose book 
• thefts of unendurable propor- 
tions, and old-fashioned régula* 
tiens had to be imposed. 

Students .may grumble because 
the rules are tight. . They would 
grumble a good.deBl'more-wheh 
they found . the^piartlcular' books 
they,, needed . unavailable because 
loose administration had permit- 
ted their theft by the selfish ;arid 
the conscienceless.' I., have^fhad 
some experience , of institutions 
like this, and I know'what ah ex- 
acting and worrisome job libra- 
rians have. At all levels the Mc- 
Glll librarians are conscientious, 
and the rules they impose arc 
sane and necessary.

Student refused 
SEC permission 
for Quebec march 

At a stiort SEC meeting Im- 
mecJiatel/ follov/ing the Open 
Meeting Friday, the Students' 
Executive Council passed a re« 
solution refusing to grant Da- 
vid Dent permission to march 
on Quebec in the name' of 
McGilL 

The Students' Society constitu- 
tion, Article 7 of the section 
entitled "Regulations of the Uni- 
versity Regarding Student Activi- 
ties" explicitly states that : stu- 
dents may parade off campus 
only it they have previously ob- 
tained the express permission of 
the Students' Executive Council, 
in addition to whatever permis- 
sion may be required by the re- 
gulations and laws of the City. 

The SEC is not in favour of 
such a march at the present 
time. McGill students wishing to 
march may do so, but each can 
represent only himself. They can- 
not march collectively, either as 
a group of 'McGill students' or 
as a campus organization.

It is not good criticizing stu- 
dents' poetry in terms of impos- 
sible standards and we should be 
lenient about such almost ami- 
able weaknesses as overblown 
youthful enthusiasm coming from 
natural high spirits and lack of 
experience in the world. How- 
ever,, when youth parades pseu- 
do-experience, without the least 
suspicion it. may not have seen 
everything, and along with it 
cliché riddcn despair, then it is 
time to complain with no holds 
barred. The young are no longer 
being themselves but usurping 
the vices of old a£!c. Such must 
be the protest against the poetry 
ot Pierre Coupey, as it must 
against almost all the established 
,poet8 around the campus at the 
present time. 

The point of view in Bring 
Forth the Cowards is in fact piti- 
fully predictable. Sex is the one 
' value, with the bodies scattered 
through the pages absolutely in- 
terchangeable. Religion is con- 
temptible and stupid, as is one's 
country, and as are the motives 
of everyone, everywhere. Nature 
Jb dreary. 

Actually, a passion for object- 
ivity keeps us from denying that 
there is one lovely poem about a 
woman, Susy, who figures in the 
dedication, namely "Art Is the 
Praise of Art". The poet specu- 
lates about how such great artists 
as Matisse, Modigliani, would 
have been enraptured by bcr. On 



the other hand, there are eight 
poems devoted to the explora- 
tion of female anatomy: "The 
Rider," "The Instructress," "By 
the Windows," "Poem." "Simul- 
taneous," "Ten and Eleven O'- 
clock," "Study No. Xn," "Com- 
posers." The treatment of sex is 
not particularly subtle, but there 
are moments of well — Inef- 
fable eroticism, as in "Com- 
posers," where sex is seen as 
music. The point is that in a sig- 
nificant poem, the experience has 
reverberations for life in general, 
but in sex poems, there is an 
isolating of sex from the' whole 
of life. You wonder at the stupid- 
ity of poets who never catch on 
to the truth illustrated time and 
lime again that if you begin only 
with sex you end with it and it 
only — and this despite the pro- 
test of Lady Chafferley's Lover, 
where exactly the same thing 
happens. 

When it comes to religion, you 
wonder how anyone could pre- 
sume to judge from the trappings 
and without knowledge of the in- 
ner states it can engender, as in 
"Answers and Demands" and 
"Study No. XI," where God is 
said to He dead, "'resembling 
nothing more than a used pro- 
phylacUc." 

As to our native land, there is 
in "Canada" a maniacal- howling 
about what is wrong' in its de- 
pendence on the United States, 
with such gibberish as "screw 
you America I screw you my ally! 
screw you my hope 1 screw you 
my- despair 1"

People's motives arc seen as 
hideous in "In Notre Damé de 
Grace," 'The Candidate," "Stu- 
dy No. Ill," "Poem," "Busses," 
"Something for Nothing," "In Our 
Society," "Study No. I." As this 
means the same number of poems 
praising sex, it is a toss-up whe- 
ther he loves sex more than he 
hates people. On the almost 
unique occasion when he praises 
a motive, in "Study No. n," it is 
a beggar's who asks for money 
"because he's thirsty and knows 
the magic of money in a bar." 

When there 1s little subtlety of 
outlook, it follows that the lan- 
guage used cannot be subtle, ad- 
equate though it may be for what 
he is concerned with getting 
across. The very free typography 
will) the radical displacement of 
lines on a page often defeats its 
purpose because without any pat- 
tern guiding it — though there 
are exceptions to this. 

Coupey plans to. be studying 
art in Paris next year and while 
his non-fifiurative inic drawings 
give little sense of form, tliere 

..are a few bold human faces, 
sketched in the course of the 
book which -lend a dignity, and 
hence an. interest, to man, which 
is so conspicuously absent in the 

.poetry. .... 

We are in the paradoxical situ- 
ation that at the present moment 
poets show less insight' Into life, 
in fact. less sensitivity to it, than 

.the average person. So are they 
more slaves to a conventional 
way of seeing things, which they 
have established among them- 
selves. They must learn either to 
find something to live for or ad- 
vocate suicide and while such ad- 
vice is implicit in their work they 
have yet to show the courage to 
advocate it explicitly. Once you 
have decided that it is better to 
live, than die, then, as Camus 
showed, you should not turn back 
but set yourself firmly on the 
path of life.

•THE BALCONY, by Jean 
Genêt, will be presented March 
4-7 in the Waller M. Stewart 
. Room at 8:30 pm by the McGill 
Players' Club, under the direc- 
tion of Michael KuIImann. 
Genôt's fame is too. widespread 
to emphasise it here again. His 
play, >TheV Balcony, . which pre- 
miered 'inv LÀhdon in - 1957, gives 
sufficient reason for his nota- 
riety. (It is interesting to note 
that its first presentation at the 
Arts Theatre Club was open to 
members only, otherwise it is 
difficult to ithagine how it would 
have' passed ; the office of the 
Lord Chamberlain.) 

The play — as mtny of the 
movie version's vtewert w«r* 
shocked to find out — takes 
place in a brothel with all the 
specialities of the house in ready 
display. This would have been 
enough, but to Genit, this It no 
mere brothel — It is the world. 
Th* Grand Balcony, at the brothel 
It called. It a great palace of 
llluilont where, whatever their 
secret perversions may be, men 
can abandon themselves to th* 
enacting of their most private 
fantatlet, whether they be sexual 
or otherwise. 

And yet, in spite of this vio- 
lently distorted account of so- 
ciety, Genêt demanded that his 
brothel bo endowed with all the 
ceremony and dignity of Mass 
in a beautiful cathedral. This, to 
many, may seem contradictory 
and highly paradoxical, but It is 
essential to Genêt's point of view. 
The world, he says, has an invert- 
ed sense of values, where evil is 
the ultimate good; and Genêt 
nevertheless continues in his 
search to find, in this sordid si- 
tuation, something of beauty. 
Thus The Balcony must have the 
outward splendour of the most 
magnificent religious ceremony, 
and be at the same time, a ve- 
hicle of "vulgarity and complete 
bad taste". "If anybody tells you 
that you have produced this play 
in good taste, you will have fail- 
ed;" he told one director, "my 
tarts must look like the worst 
prostitutes in the world !" 

The forthcoming Players' Club 
production of Genit't play will

Whereas Frewci/itheught all 
motivation to bel sexual, GsnIÎ 
thinks It to be existential. Anil 
this process of "becoming ent'è 
self" to him Is consummated onlV 
In death. 

lliis idea, of course, is not a 
new one. We find it in .Malraux 
who said "La Mort est ce qu| 
change la vie en destin." .Mallar- 
mé was tlilnking of something 
similar In his famous line; "Tel 
qu'n Lui-même enfin l'éternité 
le change." And throughout the 
play we find a rccnacting o( 
death. The transvestitcs and 
other perverts in the piece stage 
their own death scenes, and these 
reenactmcnts are constantly ao- 
companled by a sexual ecstasy in 
the deed. (The French have i 
pun "la petite mort" for the mo- 
ment after orgasm.) Genêt ask», 
"Isn't life one great funeral?'.' 
and the entire action of the play 
can, on one interpretation, be 
seen as a three-act reply to (hit 
question.
